o n High Scho o l ha v e been o ut­ 
sta nding enterta inment a nd 
no t just so mething to go to be­ 
ca use a child, gra ndchild o r a 
kid do wn the street is in it. 
In rev iewing prev io us per­ 
fo rma nces o f DHS musica ls in 
this co lumn, we ha v e tried no t 
to judge between perfo rma nces 
fro m y ea r to y ea r in fa irness to 
the students a nd to J a mes 
Wiltz, the pro ducer-directo r o f 
the musica ls beca use, unlike 
the pro fessio na l thea ter which 
ca n recruit ta lent, a student 
pro ductio n must utilize the 
present ta lent a v a ila ble.

One ma y simply like o ne 
musica l better tha n a no ther 
a nd he is a pt to a ssess tha t his 
fa v o red o ne wa s better per­ 
fo rmed tha n the o ther, which 
ma y no t be true.

inadequate and deceptive. 
Citing the President’s praise 
for a “ determined grand jury” 
and 
“ vigorous

press” 
vwhich brought the burglary- 
bugging to light, the Rev. Dr. 
David Hunter, general secre­ 
ta ry of the National Council of 
Churches, commented: 
f 
“ To identify oneself with that 
f which one has previously ridi­ 
culed and obstructed is to show 
forth a deception which has 
characterized the Watergate af­ 
fair from the beginning.” 
He said the nation would 
have been much better off if 
the President simply had said, 
.“ We were wrong, and by God’s 
grace, we will change our 
ways.’” 
“ The President could learn 
something on this score from 
-Billy Graham,” Dr. Hunter 
added. “ Many people would 
have been sick at heart, but we 
would not be sick in our souls.” 
Thai the President did not do 
so, however, is the “ tragedy of 
our national life,” Dr. Hunter 
said. 
. 
Graham, a close friend .of 
' Nixon, said the Watergate situ­ 
ation displays a whole atmos­ 
phere that “ has to be cleansed 
to restore some credibility.” He 
said it demands national pray­ 
ers to “ God to forgive our sins” 
and a recommitment to moral 
guidelines. 
However, he commended the 
President’s “ high sense of mor- 
, al ethics” and determination 
that the wrongdoing be fully 
brought out and eliminated.

The fo cus o f the Wa terga te rev e­ 
la tio ns thus fa r ha s been upo n the 
Gesta po -like a ctiv ities directed by 
so me o f the President’s mo st po wer­ 
ful do mestic a dv isers a nd fina nced 
o ut o f his o v erstuffed Presidentia l 
ca mpa ign co ffers. 
But the rea l tra gedy o f the Nix o n 
a dministra tio n ma y lie no t so much 
in the wa y in which millio ns were il­ 
lega lly spent but in wha t o fficia ls did 
o r pro mised to do in o rder to get 
tho se millio ns in the first pla ce. 
When this is a ll o v er, the public 
ma y well ha v e to co nclude tha t their 
demo cra cy ha s been o ffering a new 
pro duct—go v ernm ent 
fo r 
sa le. 
There is a lrea dy so much suspicio n 
o f co rruptio n in the a ir tha t the Pres­ 
ident is go ing to ha v e difficulty in re­ 
sto ring public fa ith in the decisio n­ 
ma king pro cess, no ma tter wha t he 
sa y s no r ho w ho no ra bly he beha v es. 
No t eno ugh inv estiga ting ha s y et 
been do ne into the pro cess by which 
Nix o n’s ca mpa ign o fficia ls a cquired 
huge sums o f ca sh in secret co ntri­ 
butio ns fro m priv a te indiv idua ls do ­ 
ing business with the go v ernment. 
But to o ma ny co incidences ha v e a l­ 
rea dy surfa ced no t to suspect tha t 
ca sh pa y ments influenced Federa l 
po licy decisio ns so mewhere a lo ng 
the line.

Timing of Connolly switch 
raises questions on intentions

WASHINGTON (A P) - So 
John Bowden Connally, 
the 


most illustrious alumnus of the 
Lgjklon B. Johnson School of 
Democrats, is suddenly a Re­ 
publican. 
No surprise, that. 
The journey of this Tall Tex­ 
an with the political-poster face 
has always been a plotless one, 
skipping among the way sta­ 
tions of opportunity. Now, in­ 
stead of a hop, he has bolted 
the traces in a single bound. 
Connally, in fact, had been in 
a starter’s crouch for the flight 
to the GOP since January, but 
his friends had urged a post­ 
ponement until the storm of the 
Watergate scandal calmed. 
He claimed Wednesday that 
the timing of his announcement 
w$s not related to Watergate— 
and, moreover, that he seeks 
“ no office, political or appoin­ 
tive.” But there is speculation 
aplenty in Washington that Con­ 
nally will be called upon to help 
fill the void created by the de­ 
parture of White House aides 
John Ehrlichman and H.R. Hal- 


deman. Another possibility is 
the Cabinet, perhaps the post 
being vacated by Defense Sec­ 
retary Elliot L. Richardson.

tongue, John Connally won his 
first courtship of the public’s 
favor with selection as the 
young King Goober of Flores- 
ville, Tex. And that crusade, in 
which he ran literally for pea­ 
nuts—the area’s cash crop— 
was followed by a political 
thirst still unquenched, four 
decades later. 
The presidency of the United 
States may be the only tap to 
quench it. For while his course 
remains as uncharted as ever, 
the White House looms into 
ever-sharper 
focus 
as 
Con- 
nally’s last great target. 
What tactics will he employ 
to try to get there? 
The prudent politician doesn’t 
answer such questions, not this 
early. 
‘‘I don’t want to close any 
doors,” he has said. 
But Richard M. Nixon has 
been a bit more positive on the 
matter. First, he told the then- 
environmental 
administrator 
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John Connally 


William Ruckelshaus that Con­ 
nally likely will be the ’76 nom­ 
inee. Second, he told newsmen 
at the White House that any 
candidate would be “ out of his 
mind” to begin activity before 
the off-year elections. 
And, while Nixon said at that 
Jan. 31 news conference that he 
wouldn’t endorse anybody until 
after the primaries, he singled 
out Connally as a man for 
whom he has “ very high re­ 
spect.” As for Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew, the President 
noted only that “ many have 
suggested the vice president 
would be interested.” 
Like Lyndon Johnson, John 
Connally is disarmingly in­ 
telligent, hard driving and pos­ 
sessed of a commanding pres­ 
ence that is charming one mo­ 
ment and chilling the next. He 
also can be as stubborn, as 
playful and as prayerful as his

political godfather. He shows 
less outward compassion, but 
he has two qualities that L B J 
envied: a highly polished man­ 
ner and rugged good looks, the 
latter of which he is considera­ 
bly, perhaps justly, vain. 
Connally has parlayed his 
personality, style and abilities 
into one of the most bizarre od­ 
ysseys in American political 
annals. Poor boy, rich boy. 
Rancher, lawyer, three times 
governor of Texas. A lifelong 
Democrat. Wounded by a presi­ 
dential assassin. A Treasury 
secretary who tells his staff he 
can forgive “ almost any human 
frailty except disloyalty.” He 
had joined the Nixon Cabinet 
without a word to his old men­ 
tor Johnson. 
He joined the New Frontier 
as John Kennedy’s Navy secre­ 
tary, later rode—and fell—with 
that young president on the 
streets of Dallas. Now he has 
cast his fate with Kennedy’s 
arch-rival, Richard M. Nixon. 
As a leader among Demo­ 
cratic governors, he defended 
Johnson’s escalation of 
the 
Vietnam war in the name of 
m ilitary victory. As a leader of 
the Nixon administration, he 
defended withdrawal in the 
name of peace with honor. 
He has talked fondly of his 
roots among the peanut-farm­ 
ing folk of Floresville, where he 
now keeps an airport-equipped 
ranch he calls home. But that 
hardly has kept him from the 
highest councils of big business. 
One was the intimate relation­ 
ship he enjoyed with oilman Sid 
Richardson—on whose estate 
Connally collected $750,000 in 
attorney’s fees. 
He is now on the boards of 
Texas Instruments, the Hill- 


iburton Co., The Texas Eastern 
Transmission Corp. and Pan 
American Airways, among oth­ 
ers. 


He is not a man easily de­ 
terred. or even distracted. Soon 
after his appointment as Treas­ 
ury secretary, Connally was 
told by one W’hite House staffer 
that one of his ideas merited 
being “ passed along’’ to the 
President. 


Connally's eyes narrowed and 
he proclaimed with deliberate 
coolness: “ I ’ll see the Presi­ 
dent this afternoon. I ’ll tell him 
mvself.”

Civil War instruments 
Milwaukee band is 
marching museum 


The Dark Side 


Answer to Previous Puzzi« 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - The 
reorganized 1st Brigade Band 
has achieved a refashioned ulti­ 
m ate in 
antique 
collecting, 
m arching with museum pieces 
in search of a museum. 
The key ob jective of a purist 
collector is to discover a period 
item in suitab le condition for 
continued service without ap­ 
preciab le restoration. 
But $35,000 worth of Civil 
War b and instrum ents, so per­ 
fectly preserved that even their 
particularly 
fragile 
rotary 
valves inspire jaded listeners to 
tears and cheers? 
The 1st Brigade Band, found­ 
ed in 19 64 b y Milwaukee musi­ 
cians as a replica of a Civil 
War group organized in Wiscon­ 
sin, considers itself to b e the 
only b and of its kind. 
The declaration seems valid, 
as the group appears to have 
cornered the m arket on antique 
Civil War instrum ents. Dressed 
in fascimile uniform, the b and 
will not touch any music less 
than a century old and disdains 
any instrument other than a le­ 
gitim ate article from the Civil 
War era or earlier, not even a 
copy. 
The 
ob server’s 
initial 
in­ 
troductory shock, other than 
that resulting from b eing con­ 
fronted b y the b and’s collective 
b ackside, is that its musicial 
reproduction is as rem arkab ly 
rich as the hand-soldered b rass 
producing it. 
Rather than facing forward, 
the b ell extrem ities of the peri­ 
od horns, tub as and cornets 
point b ackward over the play­ 
e rs’ left shoulders, an 1838 de­ 
sign intended to accommodate 
the troops marching b ehind 
their regim ental b ands. 
Thus the 1st Brigade Band 
sits with its stern to its concert 
audience. 
The shapes of the outmoded 
conical-b ore horns, plus roo­ 
mier mouth pieces, create a 
comfortab ly mellow sound in 
contrast to the crisp notes of a 
modern, tub ular, piston-valve 
horn. 
Fred Benkovic, an am ateur 
musician and antique gun fan­ 
cier, organized the b and around 
a private instrum ent collect 
which b egan in 19 54 with an 
1864 B-flal cornet. 
The collection has grown to 
m ore than 300 instruments, 
ranging from a 5th Alab ama 
field drum ab andoned on the 
Gettsb urg b attlefield to a corn­ 
et excavated in pieces from the 
mud of an Antietam field a 
year ago. 
Benkovic said he used to b uy 
discarded drum s, 
fifes 
and 
horns for $35. 
The 
antique 
m arket 
has 
pushed the collection’s worth to 
an estim ated $80,000, of which 
the 40 or so items used b y Ben­ 
kovic and his fellow 1st Brigade 
m archers 
are 
insured 
for 
$35,000. 
Benkovic 
insists 
on 
pre­ 
servation of the irreplacab le a r­ 
ticles, even wincing when it b e­ 
comes necessary to replace a 
loose finger valve. 
“ I don’t b uff them , try to 
m ake them shine or knock out 
the dents,” he said. 
He snarls when the b rass and 
German-silver instrum ents of 
other collectors end up in mu­ 
seums, never to b e used again. 
He takes pleasure in rejecting 
Civil War b uffs who offer b y 
the 
dozens to b uy his in­ 
strum ents, “especially b ugles 
and drum s to hang over their 
fireplaces.” 
“ I am miffed to see someone 
b uy an instrument and hang it 
on a wall,” he said. “An in­ 
strum ent ought to b e played.” 
Benkovic adm its to b eing ner­ 
vous ab out the treasure he has 
to have guarded 24 hours a day 
as though Jeb Stuart might 
raid it momentarily. 
H eritage M ilitary 
M usic 
Foundation Inc., organized as 
the b and’s front office, has b e­ 
gan 
pressing 
recordings 
to 
peddle at Civil War b attlefield 
parks in search of tourist funds 
to provide the b and with a se­ 
cure museum with its own au­ 
ditorium. 
Gordon Odegard, foundation 
vice president and moustached 
m em b er of the color guard, 
said museum plans forced the 
b and to think com m ercially. 
“ It 
has b een a lark for 
years,” he said. “Only in the 
last year have we gotten to re­ 
alize we must m ake plans.” 
Having pressed two alb ums,

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and with a third on tap, sales 
deals are b eing arranged for

The value of uniforms has in­ 
creased too. Benkovic, in 19 48, 
picked up a Civil War b and 
coat for $2.50, wool trousers for 
$7. and a b road-b rimmed b and­ 
sm an's hat for $2.50. He said he 
has now b een offered $175 alone 
for a hat. 
The b and, voluntarily en­ 
slaved to tradition, would b e 
the Union’s reply to an unre­ 
constructed South were it not 
for a willingness to play Con­ 
federate music with the same 
affection it affords the Lib rary 
of Congress cullings of scores 
originally drafted for the 3rd 
New 
Hampshire 
regimental 
b and or the 7th New York Mi­ 
litia Band. 
The 
original 
1st 
Brigade 
Band, assemb led at Brodhead 
and Shullsb urg, was assigned to 
the 15th Army Corps, a portion 
of the 65,000-man arm y of fire­ 
b ugs which Sherman m arch 
through Georgia. 
Just ab out the only variation 
from tradition is that the re­ 
b orn 1st Brigade Band contains 
women musicians. 
This is just as well, b ecause 
the group’s prem ier soloist is 
Judith Plant, 33, a Brookfield 
housewife 
who 
can 
triple 
tongue an ob solete E-flat keyed 
b ugle from 1837 with the pre­ 
cision expected from a 20th 
cen t ury pi st on-va 1 ved t rum pet. 
She b roke the sex b arrier 
years ago with the all-male 
W aukegan, 
111., 
M unicipal 
Band, and has since put aside 
her trum pets in favor of the 
historical glam or she finds in 
ancient b ugles and an occasion­ 
al E-flat cornet. 
“ I was not a women’s lib ­ 
b er,” she said. “I just wanted 
lo b low my horn.” 
Mrs. Plant said she has a se­ 
cret amb ition to tour the coun­ 
try, b lowing “keyed-b ugle solos 
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to make American children 
proud of their musical heri- 
tage.” 
Most memb ers of the b and 
express a like feeling of kinship 
with their predecessors, noting 
Mrs. Plant’s b ugle was the 
forerunner of the modern keyed 
saxophone, or that their E-flat 
alto horns are today’s french 
horns. 
Photographer Mike Buday, a 
memb er of the E-flat tub a sec­ 
tion, said he was amazed b y 
the calib er of the b and’s m usi­ 
cians when he joined. 
He said he expected to find a 
neighb orhood collection of part- 
time players. Instead he found 
volunteer 
professionals, 
in­ 
cluding college music teachers 
and memb ers of the Milwaukee 
Symphony Orchestra. 
The 16 musicians who rallied 
originally 
under 
Benkovic’s 
urging have multiplied to more 
than 40 persons, requiring a 
special b rand of professional 
patience b ecause of the age and 
individuality of their museum 
equipment. 
Rob ert Medley, a post office 
m anager who b lows a tenor 
horn, said each instrument was 
made individually, not on m a­ 
chine, and often requires false 
fingering to stay in harmony 
with the other instruments. 
“ Every time we sit down for 
an evening,” Medley said, “we 
play together for a half hour, 
lipping-in until we are together. 
It is not like playing with a 
modern 
b and’s 
instruments 
with very fine tolerances.”

f l Tortured and slain 
by Satan cult 


DAYTONA 
BEACH, 
Fla. 
(AP) — A 17 -y ear-old boy was 
strapped to a table and tor­ 
tured for a day before being 
murdered by a group of y oung 
Satan worshippers as a sacri­ 
fice, police say . 
Police charged six y oung 
beach transients who are alleg­ 
edly members of a Dev il’s cov ­ 
en with first-degree murder 
Wednesday in the death of Ross 
Michael Cochran of Fresno, Ca­ 
lif. 
The y outh was a major state 
witness in a suit to close a 
nearby priv ate school as a 
“ place of lewdness.” 
“ They must hav e hated this 
kid like hell because they really 
tortured him,” Police Chief 
Robert Palmer said. 
Palmer said Cochran had 
been flogged with chains and 
stabbed with cut glass while 
tied to a black wooden table in 
the basement “ altar room” of a 
ramshackle rooming house. 
His mangled body , trussed 
with ropes, was found ly ing in 
a remote wooded area 15 miles 
southwest of here. Police said 
they couldn’t determine wheth­ 
er he was killed during the al­ 
leged sacrifice or died where 
his body was found. 
The six charged with murder 
were Kenneth M. Francis, 17, 
who gav e his address as Pope 
Air Force Base, N.C.; Charles 
M. Paige, 21, and J ohn Colbert, 
18, who gav e the rooming house 
as their only address; Deborah 
Ann Shook, 22, of Washington, 
N.J .; Cindy Black, 17, of Rex - 
dale, Ont., Canada; and How­ 
ard Waellus, 19, of Detroit. 
Cochran was among 7 8 stu­ 
dents at the Green Valley 
School for troubled children in 
nearby Orange City who were 
made wards of the state when 
(he institution was raided last 
February . 
Authorities said Cochran had 
giv en depositions in the State’s 
suit against the school, where 
students were allegedly sub­ 
jected to cruel and unusual 
punishment and took part in 
open sex ual conduct.

The 
Doctor 
Says: 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I enjoy 
y our column in my newspaper 
—keep up the good work. 
I would like some information 
concerning the operation “ v as­ 
ectomy .” My wife and I hav e 
been married for more than 20 
y ears and hav e fiv e grown chil­ 
dren— so y ou can see if we 
don’t alway s take the needed 
precautions there is the possi­ 
bility of unwanted children. 
There seem to be two differ­ 
ent opinions— one say s that sex 
driv e is considerably decreased 
and the other say s it isn’t so. 
As there is no sperm present 
at climax , does it not reduce the 
feeling of pleasure? 
I hav e alway s been under the 
impression it was the sperm 
that caused this feeling. We 
hav e been adv ised by my doc­ 
tor to hav e this operation, as he 
doesn’t care to put my wife on 


the “ pill.” 
Hav e y ou had any ex perience 
along this line and what are 
y our feelings on this? How long 
after the operation does it take 
to be free of all sperm? 
Would y ou adv ise this at my 
age? I’m in my middle 5 0s and 
my wife is about eight y ears 
y ounger. 
Dear Reader— There is no 
ev idence that v asectomy de­ 
creases the man’s sensations or 
responses. The changes of this 
nature after the operation are 
usually of psy chological origin 
and frequently because the in­ 
div idual doesn’t understand the 
operation. 
The sperm cells constitute a 
v ery minute portion of the or­ 
gasm, probably y ou can put all 
of the sperm cells in an area not 
much bigger than the head of a 
pin. Most of the material comes 
from the secretions of the pro­ 


state gland and the seminal 
v esicles. You may be interested 
to know that a number of y ears 
ago a ty pe of v asectomy was 
adv ised to restore older men’s 
sex ual driv e. It was finally con­ 
cluded that it did not hav e any 
effect. 
There hav e been a few scary 
reports recently on the v asec­ 
tomy , most of which are ex ag­ 
gerations in the public press of 
a theory adv anced on early re­ 
search work on animals. Since 
then a number of authorities 
hav e come forth and pointed 
out, in a truth squad action, that 
there is no ev idence that hav ing 
a v asectomy without complica­ 
tions causes serious diseases or 
other problems. 
You and y our wife will hav e 
to decide whether y ou should 
hav e a v asectomy or not. I am 
not sure why she can’t take the 
pill. Some doctors use the pill to 


support a woman through her 
menopause and thereafter to 
prev ent 
post-m enopausal 
changes. After all, they hav e 
the same effects as the normal 
female hormone. Your wife 
should not be too far off the 
time she would ex pect to un­ 
dergo these changes. 
An alternativ e to the v asec­ 
tomy is the intrauterine dev ice 
(IUD). These hav e been highly 
successful and can be remov ed 
at any time. 


A man has to be tested ov er a 
period of time after a v asec­ 
tomy to find out if he is still re­ 
leasing sperm or not. It usually 
requires sev eral specimens 
free of sperm before a doctor 
will feel secure that the man is 
no longer capable of producing 
sperm cells or inducing preg­ 
nancy .
